Thursday evening, Mr. Mackelduff was 
apparently in his usual health.

had been complaining recently of in­ 
digestion, but was able to be about. 
He retired alone Thursday evening, 
and when he was called this morning 
failed to respond. 
Upon investigation, 
it was found that he had died during 
the night. 
A serious heart condition 
was assigned as the cause of death. 
Mr. Mackelduff. who recently g a v e 
up his business interests, came to visit 
Doctor and Mrs. Hartman last Friday. 
He was accompanied by his wife, a 
sister of Mrs. Hartman. 
During the 
week, he complained of pains similar 
to those of indigestion, and

Hartman had prescribed medicine and 
he seemed to be improving.
